MEMORANDUM FOR 

DIRECTOR McCONE 


I find some difficulty in reconciling 
the statement of the Stennis Committee with 
the statements that I have made. I was 
informed that there had been a withdrawal of 
some 4,000 personnel from Cuba. The Committee 
states, however, because of what is descpbed 
by intelligence as "technical reasons the 
17,500 intelligence estimate of those remain- 
ing is unchanged at the writing of this report. 
My information was given to me from the Agency. 
Perhaps you could clarify this for me.
